WASHINGTON (AP> - Dem­ 
ocratic House chiefs have decid­ 
ed to call for a vote on Presi­ 
dent Nix on’s surtax ex tension 
Monday —a week or more ear­ 
lier than ex pected—after receiv- 
if^ 
assurances 
Republican 
members have closed ranks be­ 
hind the plan. 
The House will take up Friday 
an emergency measure to ex ­ 
tend present withholding rates 
through July 31. Otherwise, they 
would drop to presurtax rates at 
midnight Monday when the orig­ 
inal 10 per cent income tax sur­ 
charge ex pires. 
Even if the House passes the 
surtax Monday , the tenate still 
must act in committee and on 
the floor, so there is no chance 
of enactment by the midnight 
June 30 deadline. 
House 
Republican 
Leader 
Gerald R. Ford of Michigan 
said about 170 Republican votes 
for surtax ex tension are in sight 
after Nix on appealed for votes 
at a Republican conference 
Wednesday . 
This would mean only about 
50 of the 245 Democrats would 
have to vote favorably to pass 
the measure. Some Republicans 
suggested, however, that Ford’s 
count may be optimistic. 
After headcounts showed sub­ 
stantial lack of firm Democratic 
support, leaders had postponed 
a vote scheduled for Wednes­ 
day . Ford’s report, however, 
caused them to reconsider plans 
to let the surtax lie over until 
after the July 4 holiday . 
The surtax issue became 
liidied with legislation on the 
federal program for aid to de­ 
pendent children. Rep. Phillip 
Burton, D-Calif., blocked short­ 
cut action on the withholding ex ­ 
tension Wednesday , demandi^ 
the House move on a bill to lift 
a freeze on the number of chil­ 
dren who may be included in 
the program. 
The freeze, voted more than a 
y ear ago, actually never has 
gone into effect. Congress sus­ 
pended it for a y ear, which ex ­ 
pires Monday . The Senate has 
voted for outright repeal.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
fiery crash of a Dominican Re­ 
public cargo plane in

tention to a longtime concern; 
How to assure full foreign air­ 
craft and crew compliance with 
U.S. safety regulations. 
A chief reason fw sidestep­ 
ping the question is its sensitive 
diplomatic and political nature. 
Former 
Civil 
Aeronautics 
Board 
chairman 
Joseph 
J. 
O’Connell points out that if a 
U.S. airline is in financial 
straits, doubts naturally arise 
as to the safety of its qx iration. 
For the same reason, he say s, 
the airline venture of a new or 
small country can often be re­ 
garded as dubious. Additionally . 
O’Connell say s. “It is difficult 
for the Federal Aviation Admin­ 
istration to police airlines in this 
country .” 
Another disquieting practice 
to U.S. authorities—and they 
only talk about it privately —is 
the relax ed attitude of some for­ 
eign government’s toward the 
use of wine and other alcoholic 
beverages by pilots and other 
crew members. 
However, O’Connell notes that 
major foreign airlines have out­ 
standing safety records and ad­ 
here to standards that may be 
even more strict than those ef­ 
fective here. And crashes of for­ 
eign planes on the United States 
are comparatively rare. 


The United States has bilater­ 
al air agreements with many 
nations that specifically outline 
safety regulations. Also there is 
the International Civil Aviation 
Organization — ICAO — of- 
Montreal, a United Nations-re- 
lated organization which sets 
airworthy standards for mem­ 
ber nations. 
The Dominican Republic is an 
ICAO member. 'The Dominican 
Airlines DC4 made by the 
American Douglas Co., killed 
six persons on the ground and 
all four crewmen aboard. 
As it stands, the FAA does is­ 
sue operating certificates to fw- 
eign airlines, specify the air­ 
ports they can use, the routes 
they may fly and the rules and 
practices of U.S. air space. 
Crew members must have 
current papers and the aircraft 
should have the safety blessing 
of its home country —whatever 
its standards may be. 
But, an FAA spokesman say s, 
“We have no authority to go 
into a plane and lo<^ it over to 
see whether it is safe, nor do we 
have control over the crew qual­ 
ifications. 
“We do have authority to 
check the crew, to make sure 
that it is familiar with air traf­ 
fic rules and procedures.” 
Also, the spokesman say s, 
other countries must be satis­ 
fied in much the same way with 
U.S.-owned airaaft.

Ben Het is cut off by road and 
its airstrip is closed. The 700 
South Vietnamese defenders, a 
small team of Green Berets and 
two American artillery batteries 
are sporadically supplied by air­ 
drops and an occasional helicop­ 
ter. 
“Saigon keeps asking why we 
don’t lift the siege,” said one 
American (rfficer. “1 tell them 
why we can’t. The troops are 
tired; the Vietnamese may have 
taken as many as 50 per cent 
casualties. We need more peo­ 
ple, fresh people.” 
Ben Het, six miles from the 
Cambodian and Laotian borders 
and 28 0 miles northeast of Sai­ 
gon. has become the focal point 
in a battle that began around 
Dak To early in May . Since 
June 6 the pressure on Ben Het 
has been severe. 
“It is death to walk on the air­ 
strip. They keep zapping it with 
a 12.7 mm machine guns in the 
trees.” said one of the U.S. Spe­ 
cial Forces advisers. 
The 10-mile road to the camp 
from the main base at Dak To is 
littered with burned and aban­ 
doned trucks, evidence of recent 
unsuccessful attempts to run 
convoy s to the camp. Two small 
convoy s rushed through Monday 
and Tuesday , but no more are 
planned in the immediate fu­ 
ture. 
The camp itself has taken on 
the appearance of another siege 
location. Khe Sanh. Wooden 
frame buildings sag with shrap­ 
nel holes, de stro^ vehicles 
have been run into mud bunk­ 
ers, the defenders have the 
looks of hunted men. 
Americans at Ben Het say 
that if the camp is the main tar­ 
get of the enemy pmih. then only 
the constant bombing strikes 
and enormous artillery support 
has averted it so far. 
'The senior Green Beret offi­ 
cer in the area. Lt. Col. Andrew 
Marquis, commander of the B24 
Detachment at Kontum, said to­ 
day the North Vietnamese have 
two full strength infantry regi­ 
ments around Ben Het—the 28 th 
and the 66th—plus the 40th Artil­ 
lery Regiment and a sapper bat­ 
talion. 
“We figure there are 3,000 
men up there, plus bearers,” he 
said. “If they wanted to send 


those two regiments straight up 
tlie hilk they could {M'obably 
take Ben Het. But we would 
make it so costly to them in hu­ 
man life 1 doubt they will trv 
It ” 
The North Vietnamese are 
hurling a dozen kinds of shells 
and projectiles at the camp- 
8 5mm guns fired from caves on 
both sides of the Cambodian 
border six miles to the west. 
120mm mortars and 8 2mm mor­ 
tars closer in; B40 rockets from 
as close as 300 y ards in broad 
day light; 122mm and 107mm 
ro^ets. 6(knm mortars, and re- 
coilless rifle fire 
The puffs of guns firing from 
a ridgehne three miles away 
were clearly visible in the 
camp today 
The North Vietnamese gun­ 
ners are deadly accurate This 


month alone, more than 100 
Americans have been killed and 
wounded at Ben Het More civil­ 
ian irregular Montagnards than 
Americans have been killed 
In a three hour period tix lay ,

Every helicopter that lands 
gets shot at by snipers on its 
way in and out. and by mortar« 
when it is on the ground 
“ They have worked like hell 
to cut off Ben Het.” a senior

Vandalism and looting were 
reported by police in an area

blocks long and 24 blocks wide. 
Firemen who were the targets 


of bricks and bottles refused to 
fight flames in the business sec­ 
tion until provided with a police 
escort PoUce Lt Lewis Ruberti 
said shots were fired at a num­ 
ber of his men 
Helmeted police armed with 
not guns were stationed around 
the firemen and their rigs as the 
flames illuminated the muggy 
summer sky

ported that at least 30 persons 
had been jailed on charges 
ranging from carry ing con­ 
cealed weapons to illegal entry 
of a building. 
Major fires were confined to 
the main business street al­ 
though minor ones tx 'oke out 
elsewhere in the area.

Sen. Richard M. Webster. R- 
Carthage, a member of the %n- 
ate Roads and Highway s Com­ 
mittee that appro\^ the bill, of­ 
fered a substitute to limit in­ 
spection to tires, brakes and 
lights, then offered an amend­ 
ment to include wheel align­ 
ment. 
Sen. William B. Waters. D-

it had made two y ears ago when 
it enacted the law. 
Sen. Noel Cox . R-Oiark. who 
said he would alway s be against 
safety inspections, offered an 
amendment that would have re­ 
pealed it entirely .

The last phase of the Sedalia 
Water Department’s eight-y ear 
Improvement project, bom in 
the early 1960s amid a stormy 
controversy , is well under way 
and the entire project should be 
completed this y ear, on time. 
Herbert 
Tay lor, 
Water 
Department manager, revealed 
that a fifty ^percent-completion 
pay ment has been made to the 
Kj^ 
o Construction Co., Kansas 
City , for work at the pumping 
station on Flat Creek and the 
installation of a SO-inch main 
from the station to town. 
On completion, this will give 
Sedalia two sources of supply 
from the pump station, as 
recommended by the Missouri 
Inspection Board a few y ears 
•go. 
This 
is 
one 
of 
the 
requirements for the dty to 
meet before any 
drop in 
insurance 
rates 
can 
be 
ex pected. The other is an 
additional fire station, over 
which the Water Department 
has no jurisdiction, Tay lor said. 
The story of the department 
goes back to the mid-fifties 
when 
the 
installation 
was 
purchased by the city from the 


old Sedalia Water Co. Few 
y ears elapsed and things b ^ n 
to happen. Distribution lines 
broke — all too often, and 
various other things occurred to 
point out the fact the entire 
sy stm should be renovated, or 
updated and ex panded to afford 
the growing city an adequate 
water supply , lor some 20 y ears. 
Money would be needed, a 
survey had to be run, amj with 
these problems to be worked 
,out tempen began to run a little 
Mgh. The survey showed what 
had to be done, and the people 
of Sedalia began to wonder if 
they had purchased a “lemon” 
from the water company . 
Bond 
issues, 
water 
rate 
increases and the future use of 
Sfx ing Fork Lake led to the 
resignation 
of 
some water 
boarid membm, the resignation 
of the department manager, a 
few stormy city council sessions 
and the jailing of a Sedalia 
publisher for fishing in the lake 
all took place befoce the matter 
was settled. 
Water rates were raised Nov. 
1, 1961, and were accepted bv 
the water users. Spring Fork 
Lake became a recreational 
area, under certain regulations 
and with the blessing of the 


State. Work began according to 
a plan drawn up by Black It 
Veatch, consulting engineers. 
The plan was completed step 
uy step, but department of­ 
ficials, still wore concerned 
over the possibility of having to 
offer a h ^ issue to build the 
39 -inch 
main 
now 
under 
construction. Steps in the plan 
included flood protection for 
the pump station, installation of 
a million-gallon storage tank at 
the 
station, 
considerable 
underground 
w ork, 
the 
construction of a low-water 
dam on Flat Creek, drilling of a 
new well, “Lucky 18 ” which 
turned out to be an artesian 
well, 
and 
other 
minor 
improvements. 


The bond issue still loomed, 
but a few y ears ago the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban 
Development 
was

and

for assistance 
through this agency for federal 
funds to help install the water 
main. 
Last

The contracts for the final 
phase of the program went to 
KaMo, and to tlw R. Clinton 
Construction Co., Sikeston, for 
a toUl of $965,397.70. Of this 
sum the department will pay

cost of installing the main by 
KaMo, and for the work being 
done at the pumping station by 
Clinton.

Scwne 
aids work better for certain 
hearin g problems than othors.

importan t Supreme Court rul- 
IIHI.S of his 16 y ears as chief jus­ 
tice of the Un ited States were 
those declarin g that one man ’s 
vote should mean as much as 
an y other man s 
If the people have equal 
represen tation in govern men t, 
they can solve most problems 
“through tlie political process 
rather than through the courts. ” 
Warren say s in an in terview 
broadcast today 
The 78 -y ear-old Warren , who 
retired Mon day , chose reappor­ 
tion men t decisioas over the 
more widely kn own school de­ 
segregation rulin g of 1954 as 
probably the most far-reachin g 
of the Warren i’ourt y ears He 
said he likes to thin k of those 
y ears as the era of the “people’s 
court.” 
Reapportion men t rulin gs trig­ 
gered a revolution in makeup of 
state legislatures an d other gov- 
eriwn en tal bodies. 
In the area of civil rights, the 
silver-haired Warren expressed 
frustration at what he called 
cases of outright flaun tin g of de­ 
cision s or slown ess in imple­ 
men tin g them 
An d Warren called a defin i­ 
tion of obscen ity on e of the 
toughest court problems. He de­ 
fen ded obscen ity rulin gs 
He den ied allegation s that n u­ 
merous civil liberties decision s 
resulted in “coddlin g” crimin als 
an d made it tougher for prose­ 
cutors to con vict. 
Warren ’s ccMn men ts were in 
an hour-lon g in terview with 
Morrie Lan dsberg. editor of 
McClatchy Broadcastin g, which 
operates station s KFBK-Radio 
an d KOVR-Television , in Sacra­ 
men to. Lan dsberg in terviewed 
Warren in his Washin gton . D.C. 
study several weeks before his 
retiremen t with the un derstan d­ 
in g it would n ot be aired un til 
after he stepped down . 
It was Warren ’s first public 
commen t on man y of the sen si­ 
tive issues before the n ation ’s 
highest court durin g his term as 
chief justice. He was appoin ted 
in 
1953 by then Presiden t 
Dwight D. Eisen hower. Warren 
formerly was Republican gover­ 
n or of Californ ia. 
Warren took n ote of great 
problems America faces. 
"1 don ’t have an swers few 
them.” he said. But he ex­ 
pressed faith that the Con stitu­ 
tion an d Bill of Rights would 
survive the assaults of a chan g­ 
in g society . 
In the area of porn ography . 
Warren said the court had to 
balan ce 
two 
con stitution al 
rights again st each other: the 
right of govern men t to create a 
decen t society an d the speech 
an d press freedoms guaran teed 
by the first amen dmen t. 
“ . . , An d when y ou have 
those two thin gs comin g togeth­ 
er, y ou fin d it very difficult to 
write a verbal defin ition of what 
obscen ity is.’’ he said. 


Warren used reapportion men t 
as an example in reply in g to 
frequen tly voiced criticism that 
the Warren Court’s decision s 
have usurped states’ rights. 
“ What does reappcrtion men t 
do but establish states’ rights’ ” 
he asked “It establishes in the 
states the power to govern 
themselves 
. . . " 
Rural in terests n o lon ger 
domin ate legislatures, ign orin g 
the probtems of the un der repre­ 
sen ted cities, he said. 
Warren said he believes the 
rulin gs affectin g rights of the 
accused an d courtroorrf guide­ 
lin es “have in n o way adversly 
affected the prosecution of 
m m e” 
The on etime district attorn ey 
an d Californ ia attorn ey gen eral 
said every on e is en titled to have 
his rights protected in the court­ 
room. whether he be a Commu­ 
n ist. Fascist, or a member of 
the Ku Klux Klan . 
“If his rights can n ot be pro­ 
tected in the courtroom, the 
rights of n o on e can be secure." 
he said. 
Black people still do n ot have 


equal opportun ity with whites in 
school facilities, votin g an d jobs 
-both in North an d Sout|i. the 
jurist said. 
“We just haven ’t put all of our 
force behin d givin g people equal 
rights an d that, to me. would be 
the an swer to man y of our prob­ 
lems. 
Warren adtn ow led^ that 
the court, in effect, does make 
law 


i t doesn ’t make it con scious­ 
ly . it doesn ’t do it by in ten din g 
to usurp the role of Con gress 
but because of the very n ature 
of our job." 
“When two Utigan ts come in to 
court, on e say s the act of Con ­ 
gress mean s this, the other say s 
the act of Con gress mean s the 
opposite of that an d we say the 
act of Con gress mean s some­ 
thin g—either on e of the two or 


somethin g in between 
"We are makin g law. aren ’t 
we?” he remarked. 
The former chief justice add­ 
ed that he has n o ill feelin gs for 
those who criticized him severe­ 
ly an d even called for his im­ 
peachmen t.

About 500 persons had gath­ 
ered along East 81st Street at 
Madison Avenue, near the fu­ 
neral chapel as morning rush- 
hour traffic moved by and New 
Yorkers hurried to work. 
Miss Garland’s body was re­ 
turned to New York early today. 
Elxcept for the singer’s daugh­ 
ter. Liza Minnelli, only police, 
newsmen and cargo handlers 
were present when the jetliner 
from London taxied up to Ken­ 
nedy Airport’s International Ar­ 
rivals Building shortly before 1 
a.m. 
Liza waited in a heavily 
guarded limousine outside the 
building while Mickey Deans, 
the entertainer’s fifth husband, 
and the Rev. Peter Delaney, 
who married the couple three 
months ago, stepped from the 
plane. 
Deans, looking pale, waited un­ 
til the other passengers left and 
went to the rear of the plane to 
watch as the burlap-covered 
coffin was transferred to the 
hearse. Then he and the Rev. 
Mr. Delaney left with Miss Min­ 
nelli.

held Friday. 'The body will lie in 
a glass-covered coffin for public 
viewing from 11 a.m. to 10 p.m.

Russian Miniskirt 
W ar in Full Swing 


MOSCOW (AP) — Russian 
girls who show their legs in the 
streets run a daily gauntlet of 
jeering babushk as—grandmoth­ 
ers—but one outr a ^ Muscov­ 
ite still claims he is “pursued 
every where by minisk irts.” 
The Soviet version of the min­ 
isk irt is modest compared to 
London or New York . Few Rus­ 
sian girls dare display any 
thigh, and the micromini is re­ 
served almost ex clusively for 
girls under three. 
But the Moscow minisk irt war 
has reached new heights, with 
heated debate in the local press. 
“Russian girls have reached 
the limit,” said one letter in Lit­ 
erary Gazette. The paper said it 
was concealing the writer’s 
identity “for obvious reasons.” 
Demanding that m inisk irt be 
“restricted and forbidden,” the 
writer continued: “There is no 
elegance in display ing k neecaps 
and the whole nak ed thigh. 
Wherever people sit in public 
places, there is no way to shield 
the ey es. 
“In the bus. in the park , in the 
theater, on the streets, in the 
squares, at sea and on land—ev­ 
ery where one is pursued by the 
mini." 
The man claimed “emotions 
work ed up in normal men over 
minisk irts are harmful.” He did 
not elaborate. 
Literary Gazette writer A. 
Rask in replied. 
“Let’s 
talk 
ab(Hit this calmly , man to man. 
father to father . .. grandfather 
to grandfather.” Rask in said he 
is old and minisk irts don’t ap­ 
peal to him personally , but he 
stressed women should be free 
to choose whatever fashions 
they desire. 
Rask in’s only word of re­ 


straint: W(Mnen who wear mini­ 
sk irts look lik e “thousands of 
other women." thus losing their 
individuality . This, he said, is a 
“serious loss for a woman." 
Foreign girls who come to 
Moscow 
in

are 
frowned upon less than their 
Russian sisters. The Soviets 
seem to feel foreigners are ca­ 
pable of any thing.

Wa sh in g to n Merry-Go -Ro u n d 
Sends Em issa ries to Quiet Hug hes

WASHINGTON - Witho ut any fanfare, the 
Ato mic Energ y Co mmissio n has b^ n co nducting 
hig hly sig nificant tests deep under the deserts o f 
Nevada to demo nstrate the anti-ballistic missile 
sy stem will really wo rk. 
And to prevent any public pro tests o ver the tests. 
President Nix o n has dispatched two erf his mo st 
trusted perso nal emissaries. Bebe Rebo zo and 
Herbert Klein, his co mmunicatio ns directo r, to 
Nevada to smo o th the feathers o f Ho ward Hug hes, 
big g est o wner o f Nevada real estate, who has 
pro tested vig o ro usly ag ainst previo us underg ro und 
nuclear tests. 
Reaso n fo r the urg ency (rf the current tests is that 
Nix o n wants them finished prio r to Senate debate 
o ver the anti-ballistic missile sy stem in o rder to 
co unteract the co ntentio n that the ABM is untested 
and wo n’t wo rk. 
The Nevada tests co nsist o f ex plo ding larg e do ses 
o f nuclear energ y in vacuum co mpartments 
underg ro und. The vacuum co mpartments are 
suppo sed to simulate the lack o f air density in o uter 
space since the ABM co unter missiles wo uld be 
ex plo ded at a very hig h altitude. 
In these underg ro und vacuum co mpartments are 
being deto nated nuclear warheads o f simulated 200- 
meg ato n streng th, which is fo ur times g reater than 
any thii^ y et ex plo ded. So far the big g est nuclear 
ex plo sio n is a SO-meg ato n blast by the Russians. It's 
planned that the United States will use up to 200 
meg ato ns to kno ck o ut any inco ming enemy 
missiles. ABM’s tentative plan is to ex plo de 
inco ming missiles hig h up in o uter space, in effect 
fig ht a nuclear duel in the skies. 
So far tests have indicated, acco rding to so me 
scientists clo se to the scene, that the ABM wo uld be 
able to kno ck mit any Chinese missiles, but no t 
Russian missiles which are hig hly so phisticated. 
Meanwhile, Nix o n’s perso nal envo y s to the 
Ho ward Hug hes empire. Rebo zo and Klein, were 
no t able to see Hug hes himself, but talked to his 
rig ht-hand man, Ro bert May hew, who seemed 
impressed with the fact that the President wo uld 
send his intimate friend fro m Key Biscay ne and his 
directcM' o f co mmunicatio ns to see him. 
—Who ’s Ta ppii« Wires? — 
What the natio n needs rig ht no w is a fc^hrig ht 
co ng ressio nal investig atio n o f wiretapping and 
electro nic eavesdro pping , o therwise kno wn as 
bug g ing . 
At present the natio n is co nfused o ver a vital 
questio n which co uld mo ve us clo ser to a po lice 
state. Reaso ns fo r the co nfusio n are: 
—J. Eklg ar Ho o ver say s that the late Atto rney 
General Ro bert F. Kennedy o rdered the tapping o f 
Dr. Martin Luther King ’s telepho ne. 
—Fo rmer Atto rney s General Ramsay Clark and 
Nidc Katzenbach say that Ho o ver was the eag er 
beaver to do the bug g ing . 
—William Lo eb, the New Hampshire publisher, 
has g iven a swo rn affidavit that an assistant directo r 
o f the FBI to ld him Bo bby Kennedy o perated a 
special divisio n to spy o n Jimmy Htrffa and tapped 
his wire intensively . 
—The Justice Department has stated in co urt that 
the 
FBI 
eng ag ed 
in 
who lesale 
electro nic 
eavesdro pping o ver an indefinite perio d o f y ears. 
LBJ sto pp^ this. 
—Finally , Atto rney General Mitchell has let it be 
kno wn that he will resume who lesale wiretapping 
reg ardless o f co urt o pinio ns which have ruled 
evidence 
o btained 
by 
wiretapping 
to 
be 
unccHistitutio nal. 
All this adds up to the fact that the public is 
entitled to kno w who is tapping who se wires and 


why . A Senate pro be o f wiretapping was held under 
Sen. Edward Lo ng , a Misso uri Demo crat, later 
accused by Life Mag azine o f having a co nflict o f 
interest with Jimmy Ho ffa’s lawy er. Lo ng delved 
into Internal Revenue eavesdro pping , but was 
scared to death reg arding the FBI and J. Edg ar 
Ho o ver. They were left uninvestig ated. 
The fact is that the last three presidents have 
been equally afraid o f tang ling with Ho o ver. It is 
also a fact that, after building up the efficiency o f 
the FBI o ver a lo ng perio d o f y ears. Ho o ver has no w 
beco me a do g in the mang er reg arding crime 
preventio n. 
When the Internatio nal Asso ciatio n o f Chiefs o f 
Po lice picked o ne o f Ho o ver’s assistant directo rs. 
Quinn Tamm, to be its directo r. Ho o ver turned o n 
him and tried to g et him fired. 
When Rep. James Scheuer pro po sed a special 
institute o n crime preventio n in the Justice 
Department. Ho o ver o ppo sed it as a rival to the 
FBI. 
When Atto rney General Kennedy tried to set up a 
special unit in the Justice Department to fig ht the 
Mafia, as did o ther atto rney s g eneral. Ho o ver 
o ppo sed it because it mig ht co mpete with the FBI. 
-Afra id o f Ho o v er- 
No t o ne atto rney g eneral in the past eig ht y ears 
has been able to wwk vrith Ho o ver. Tho ug h 
suppo sed to be part o f the Justice Department, he 
o perates entirely o n his o wn. Mo nths pass and he 
do es no t even speak to the att^ney g eneral. 
His is the o nly ag ency o f g o vernment, ex cept fo r 
Central 
Intellig ence, 
who se 
bo o ks 
are 
no t 
scrutinized by the g eneral acco unting o ffice. He can 
spend mo ney at will, answerable to no superio r. 
And 
when 
he 
co mes 
befo re 
co ng ressio nal 
appro priatio ns co mmittees its members fall all o ver 
themselves asking Ho o ver ho w much mo ney he 
needs. 
So me co ng ressmen, o f co urse, are acutely aware 
o f the fact that Ho o ver’s far-flung investig ato ry can, 
o r already has, picked up so me o f their o wn private 
shenanig ans — as wlwn a well-kno wn “ ho use’’ was 
raided in Washing to n and the FBI picked up the 
“Madam’s’’ little black bo <^ listing the names o f 
200 co ng ressmen. 
There aren’t many co ng ressmen with eno ug h 
intestinal fo rtitude to pro be wiretapping , but there 
are so me and they sho uld do it.

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Democrats Pin Political 


Hopes on Their Veer Left

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The badly frag m ented Demo crats are seen by so me o f 
their o wn mo st kno wledg eable fig ures as pushing to ward 
a hard Left at a turn in histo ry when a fairly so lid natio nal 
trend to the Rig ht may be in the making . 
One respected Demo cratic cam paig n ex pert arg ues that 
the leftward bent is to o sharp fo r the realities o f the 
time, that unnecessarily it is y ielding to President Nix o n 
and the Republicans no t o nly the stro ng Rig ht that is 
easily his but also the bro ad* middle where mo st o f the 
vo tes are. 
A Demo crat o f natio nal pro minence to ld this repo rter 
recently that Nix o n’s hig h status in the public o pinio n po lls 
accurately reg isters his success in attuning himself to a 
natio nal mo o d m arked by rising co ncern o ver racial tur­ 
mo il, crim e and cam pus unrest. 
Co nversatio n with o ther established party men sug g ests 
that many ag ree with this assessm ent o f the President’s 
current standing befo re the co untry . 
No t all o f these are co nvinced, o ff the evidence o f so me 
key lo cal electio ns this y ear, that an enduring rig htist 
trend is building . But mo st Dem o crats fear it. 
They wo rry o ver the fate o f a do zen o r mo re liberal 
Demo cratic senato rs who se careers g o o n the blo ck In 
19 70. One leader, o utside Washing to n, thinks that If the 
trend Is real and lasting , Nix o n co uld be re-elected In 19 72 
o ver Sen. Edw ard M. Kennedy o r any bo dy else. 
No thwithstanding all this, many party fig ures and g ro ups 
seem driven to the Left, away fro m the tro ubled center. 
Fo r the arch liberals o f the Jo hn Kenneth Galbraith 
variety , so me no w linked with the New Dem o cratic Co ali­ 
tio n, an answer is easy to find. They have never been 
co ncerned with the co nsequences to the party o f their do c­ 
trinaire rig idity . In a furo r o ver the Vietnam w ar and the 
ling ering memo ries o f the 19 68 Chicag o co nventio n, they 
are no t in a mo o d to day to acco mmo date to tho se o f even 
just faintly mo re prag m atic views. 
No thing co uld have pleased the do ctrinaires mo re than 
the vo tes o f the 19 69 Wisco nsin Demo cratic co nventio n call­ 
ing fo r imm ediate withdrawal o f U.S. fo rces in Vietnam 
and co ndemning “ po lice o ver-reactio n’’ at Chicag o last 
y ear. 
But what is sho ving the prag m atic liberals leftward? 
One Demo cratic spo kesman here thinks that the po sture 
many ado pted In 19 68 in o ppo sing fo rm er President Jo hn­ 
so n’s po licies placed them In a leftlsh mo ld they canno t 
no w escape. This man sug g ests so me liberals stUl are cap­ 
tivated by the evident success o f the late Ro bert Ken­ 
nedy ’s unco nventio nal appeals to such o ppo sites as the 
tro ubled blacks and the fearful white ethnic g ro ups. 
Other Demo crats arg ue mo re simply that the co untry ’s 
seeming co nservative mo o d perm its Nix o n to pre-empt 
the middle, fo rcing them to abando n it and g o lefl. 
By this view, shared by so me at least o f tho se liberal 
Demo cratic senato rs presently co nsidering fo rm atio n o f a 
"caucus” to g ive them a lo ud, co llective vo ice o n m ajo r 
issues, the Dem o crats’ best ho pe fo r 19 70 and 19 72 is to 
stand o ut ag ainst the "rig htist trend” and try to reverse it. 
Tho ug h liberals eag er to keep their skins in 19 70 do no t 
like to hear it, the hard arg um ent advanced in so me party 
quarters is that if the rig htward mo ve is truly stro ng they 
canno t arrest it and will pro bably lo se no m atter what 
they do . 
If it is no t, so the reaso ning g o es, then they (and the 
co untry , in their judg ment) will benefit at the po lls fro m 
their o utspo ken effo rts to o ppo se the w ar, build bridg es to 
the frustrated blacks, and persuade the natio n’s disaffected 
y o ung that it has hig her prio rities than fig hting and killing . 
An ag g ressive Demo cratic senato r o r two thinks the 
hig hest urg ency sho uld invest this leftward co unterpush. 
Fear is g ro wing that, if fall co mes witho ut a Vietnam 
settlem ent, Octo ber will be a new flashpo int to uching o ff 
g reater cam pus unrest than ever.

Toll of Big- City Riots: 
Smoll Stores, Negro Jobs

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It is no w beco mif« trag ically apparent Just who 
are the victims o f big -city rio ts. 
The mo st co mplete o fficial studies to date 
perhaps have been little-advertised research o n the 
April, 19 68, rio ts fo llo wing the assassinatio n o f Dr. 
Martin Luther King . 
These 
findir^s, 
revealed 
at 
co ng ressio nal 
hearir^s o ver the past few weeks, sho w that 80 per 
cent o f tho se burinesscs hit In the 19 68 Washing to n, 
D.C., rio ts were small neig hbo rho o d sho ps; 34 per 
cent had a to tal inco me o f less than $5,000 a y ear. 
Mo re than half the damag ed establishments were 
marañ al. Mo re than o ne-third pro duced earning s 
fo r their o wners belo w o r aro und the po verty line, 
acco rding to o fficials who made the studies. 
So me 5 7 per ceo t o f the J o bs destro y ed la the 
Wa ihiig lo a rio ts were Neg ro J o bs. 
Indicatio ns are that mo st o f these small 
neig hbo rho o d 
businesses 
w ere 
fam ily 
establishments, handed do wn fro m g randfather to 
father to so n. These were the so le family assets. At 
least, this was true apparently in the wo rst-hit 
sectio ns o f Newark, N.J. 
A substantial percentag e o f the o wner-pro prieto rs 
o f these small family marg inal sto res in Washing to n 
were o lder peo ple in their 50s and 60s. As they died 
o r mo ved, the fig ures indicate, manag ement o f the 
businesses was taken o ver by y o ung Neg ro es. 
So me estimato rs believe that witho ut the rio ts the 
chang e-o ver wo uld have been larg ely co mplete in 
less than 20 y ears. 
In pro po rtio n to their numbers in Washing to n, 
Neg ro -manag ed 
establishments 
were 
hit 
as 
frequently as wlute. 
This do es no t paint a very pretty picture. It has 
been po pular to say that the rio ters were lashing o ut 
ag ainst the co nditio ns in which they live, ag ainst 
ex pldters and ag ainst their having no vo ice in 
thing s. 
No do a bt there wa s so me o f this. Bo t the da ta ia 
Wa sMng to B, a t la st, seems to sho w tha t, by a a d 
la rg e, the bo si nesses hit were tho se where the 
lo o ClBg wa s best. In immbers o f ca ses the lo o ters 
a ppa rently were well o R a nd in so me ca ses better 
o ff tha n the pro prieto rs o f the sto res being lo o ted. 
There were so me insta nces o f the rich lo o ting the 
po o r. 
In businesses where the distinctio n was clear, 
rio ters (rften did no destructio n at all sto res o wned 
by kno wn “g o ug ers” who had no thing easily lo o ted. 
Tliey passed these by , and instead hit sho ps o wned 
and o perated by men and wo men kno wn to be 
friendly and helpful to the Neg ro co mmunity , but 
sto cked with items easily carried o ff. 
Eig hty -five 
per 
cent 
o f 
the 
business 
establishments hit had merchandise sto len. 
The co nditio n o f tho se who live in city slums 
so rely needs impro ving . 
So mething must be do ne to g ive the man in the 
slums (black (x- white) and his children the same 
o ppo rtunities to make so mething o f their lives as 
tho se ( ^ n to o ther pe<^le. 
This will take special effo rt. 
But if this effo rt is to be effective, it must be 
based o n fact. We must no t build fanciful pictures

Learn to Identify 
Poison Ivy Leaves 


By W AYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


If y o u are sensitive to po iso n ivy — and who isn’t? 
— y o u sho uld l^ rn to identify the trilo bed shiny 
leaves. Their o ily resin causes itching and painful 
blisters at the po int o f co ntact. The irritant can be 
transferred o n g o lf clubs, baseballs, g arden to o ls, 
bicy cle tires, g lo ves, the fur o f y o ur do g o r any thing 
else that has brushed ag ainst the leaves. 
If y o u kno w y o u have made such a co ntact, the 
rash can be prevented by washing the skin with a 
stro ng so ap, alco ho l o r a g rease so lvent. To be 
effective, ho wever, this must be do ne within 10 
minutes (rf the ex po sure. After the blisters have 
fo rmed, co ntact with the victim, even with the fluid 
co ntained in the blisters, will no t transmit the 
disease. 
Po iso n ivy ex tract has been used to reduce the 
sensitivity (rf perso ns who run the riric o f ex po sure 
to this weed but it has no t pro ved every effective. At 
best the immunity is tempo rary . The ex tract sho uld 
be injected in advance 
the seaso n ~ never after 
the eruptio n has appeared. Oral pro phy lactic tablets 
are even less effective than the injectio ns. 
Once the dermatitis appears, o ne o f the co rtiso ne­ 
like drug s sho uld be g iven by mo uth in diminishing 
do ses fo r f(Hir o r five day s. This has pro duced better 
results than lo cal treatment but there is no harm in 
using bo th. An o ld but welco me treatment is the 
applicatio n o f co ld wet dressing s o f Epso m salts 
(o ne tablespo o n to a quart o f water) o r calamine 
lo tio n. Ointments and g reasy creams sho uld be 
avdded. 
Q — Wha t is the ca use o f ery thema no do sum? Is 
there any cure? 
A — lâ ncc this is n(A a specific disease but rather 
a reactio n to an infectio n, the causative o rg anism 
must be so ug ht. In many cases it is hard to identify 
but rheumatic fever and tuberculo sis are frequently 
implicated. It can be cured o nly by g etting rid o f the 
underly ing cause. 
Q — My husba nd is taking Do riden pills. What are 
they g iven fo r? Are there any harmful side effects? 
A — Altho ug h this sedative is no t a barbiturate, it 
is habit fcx ming . Pro lo ng ed use may result in a skin 
rash. It sho uld be taken o nly under medical 
supervisio n.

Powell on 'Cloud Nine' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Adam 
Clay ton Powell’s fav orite song 
these day s is the rousing g osp el 
tune “Oh Hap p y Day ." 
He leaned back in his chair in 
his cong ressional office Wednes­ 
day and sang a bit of it. “Oh 
Hap p y Day ! Jesus washed my 
sins away .’’ 
It was his first v isit to the 
House since the Sup reme Court 
ruled last week he nev er should 
hav e been ex cluded fr(Mn the 
9 0th Cong ress, and he was in an 
ex altant mood. 
“I’m on cloud nine. ” he said. 
“My lawy ers are on cloud nine. 
If they ev er come down we’ll 
decide what to do nex t.” 
What Powell mig ht do nex t 
has House leaders on edg e. 
They don’t like to imag ine the 
consequences if he p resses for 
back p ay ot restoration of his 
cong ressional seniority and the 
p rerog ativ es that g o with it. 
The p ay issue will hav e to be 
settled by the courts if Powell 


decides to p ursue it. He reg ards 
the seniority question as al­ 
ready settled. 
“That’s what the Sup reme 
Court decision meant.” he said. 
“The seniority chain that was 
broken when the one link of the 
9 0th Cong ress was taken out has 
been restwed by the cou rt.” 


If the House leaders accep ted 
Powell’s 
interp retation 
they 
would hav e to deal with the 
p roblem of his lost chairman­ 
ship of the Education and Labor 
Committee. 
There 
is 
little 
chance of his g etting it back, 
but to deny it to him if he is ac­ 
tually the senior member is to 
question the sanctity of the sen- 
iwity sy stem. 


Fot the moment, howev er, 
these matters are of no g reat 
concern to Powell. 
“The landmark decision of the 
court is the real v ictory .” he 
said. “The rest is inconsequen­ 
tial. Tltt history books may try 


to make me out a scoundrel but 
they ’ll hav e to p ut this in too” 
Powell, who has been an in­ 
frequent v isitor to the House 
this y ear, indicated he has no 
p lans to chang e his way s. “I’m 
a p arttime Cong ressman be­ 
cause I’m a p arttime p aid Con­ 
g ressman.” he said, referring to 
the $25.000 the House fined him 
as a condition for seating him in 
this session. 
Ev en if he should p ress his 
claim for back p ay and win. he 
said, he would not keep any of 
the money . “I’d g iv e it all to my 
lawy ers.” he said, “because 
they hav e all serv ed without 
fee.” 
Powell deliv ered scores of ad­ 
dresses to colleg e g roup s last 
y ear at an av erag e fee of $1.750 
each. He is already lining up 
sp eaking eng ag ements for the 
nex t academic y ear. But now 
his p rice is up to $2.500 to $3.000 
and he has acquired a p rofes­ 
sional booking ag ent.

550-u n it 
ho u sin g dev elo p men t sp o n so red 
jo in tly by U.S. Steel an d the 
Gary Urban Leagu e.

That in itself was a co u p fo r 
Hatcher, to get the city ’s largest 
in du stry fin an cially co mmitted 
to the co mmu n ity .

The do llar has been p ared, in 
fart, like a big p o tato , an d n o w' 
y o u hav e to to ss in a lo t mo re o f 
them to make the same stew. 
This is the calamity o f the 
great. 100-mo n th-o ld eco n o mic 
climb. At its begin n in g almo st 
ev ery American ben efited. Bu t 
n o w the av erage wcx 'ker is bare­ 
ly keep in g ev en , desp ite his 
hefty p ay raises. 
Labw Dep artmen t statistics 
co n firm the o dd feelin g o f man y 
p eo p le that they are astride a 
wav e go in g n o where. The week­ 
ly p u rchasin g p o wer o f an av er­ 
age wo rker with three dep en d­ 
en ts was $7 8.23 in May . A y ear 
earlier it was $7 8.4 7 . 
On e effect o f the declin in g do l­ 
lar v alu e is to p ro du ce hu s- 
ban d-wife sq u abbles all o v er the 
co u n try , with the hu sban d refu s­ 
in g to believ e that his hard wo rk 
p ro du ces so few gro ceries. 
The disp u tes are likely to get 
mo re abrasiv e n o w, fo r so me o f 
the mo re recen t in creases are 
esp ecially 
n o ticable. 
Meat 
p rices, fo r ex amp le, are risin g, 
an d American families lo v e 
meat, co n su min g mo re than 35 
billio n p o u n ds a y ear. 
In flatio n alo n e is n o t the o n ly 
magician in the disap p earin g 
act. There has been an ex p lo ­ 
sio n o f tax es in America also — 
by to wn s fo r sewers, by states 
f« * highway s, by the federal 
go v ern men t fo r v ario u s ccx n mit- 
men ts. 
What hav e the in creases in 
liv in g co sts do n e to y o u r do llar? 
Let u s assu me that in 1960 the 
do llar was wwth 100 cen ts. Per­ 
hap s it really wasn ’t wcx rth that 
co mp ared with 194 0, fo r ex am­ 
p le, bu t let u s make the assu mp ­ 
tio n . 
In 1961 that v alu e o f 100 cen ts 
was do wn 1.1 p er cen t to 98.9. 
The same lo ss was reco rded in 
1962, dro p p in g the v alu e to 98.8 
cen ts co mp ared with 1960. 
. The fall co n tin u ed in 1963, bu t 
at abo u t the same relativ ely 
slo w rate, an d by the en d o f the 
y ear the do llar bo u ght 96.6 p er 
cen t o f the go o ds an d serv ices it 
wo u ld hav e bo u ght in 1960. An ­ 
o ther 1.2 .cen t dro p in 1964 re­ 
du ced the v alu e to 95.4 . 
These decreases were hardly 
an y thin g to wo rry abo u t. They 
were, in fact, amo n g the lo west 
declin es fo r an y cu rren cy in the 
in du strialized wo rld. They re­ 
flected stability rather than 
dan gero u s in flatio n . 
Bu t then in flatio n did set in , 
an d it can n o t be ign o red that it 
du g itself in to the eco n o my at 
the v ery time the co u n try was 
diggin g itself in to Vietn am. Mil­ 
itary co sts were a sign ifican t 
co n tribu to r. 
An acceleratio n in the declin e 
first became n o ticeable in 1965, 
when 1.6 cen ts was shav ed fro m 
the do llar.

p ared with 1960. 
Thro u gh the first q u arter o f 
1969 the lo ss was the sharp est 
fo r an y similar p erio d in the 
So arin g Six ties, amo u n tin g to 2 4 
cen ts an d dro p p in g the do llar to 
83.4 cen ts. 
When the figu res fo r the three 
mo n ths en din g with Ju n e are 
co mp iled, v ery likely they will 
sho w a similar amo u n t lo st. 
This is n p t a co mfwtin g stcx 'y , 
bu t do n ’t fo rget either: That 
do llar still is the en v y o f hu n ­ 
dreds o f millio n s o f p eo p le 
thro u gho u t the wM’ld, man y o f 
who m wo u ld be hap p y to hav e 
do llars wo rth o n ly 50 p er cen t o f 
the 1960 v alu e.
